formerly been fubje@. Menres, whofe bufineffe 
carryed him to Leucadia, left him with MenTor, 
fon of At c1mus,one of that Countrey, with whom 
hee was intimately acquainted, conjuring him to take 
all care of MeELeEstcenss till his returne from 
Leucadia ; which MeN Tor performed: a Perfon of 
confiderable fortune ; for his Juftice and Hofpitality 
much efteemed by his Countrey-men. Here MEveE- 
si1GENES informed himfelfe of many things concerii- 


_  ingUysses. Thofe of Ithaca report he lofthis Sight 


there; but without all queftion He at that time recover- 


ed, and fell blind afterwards at Colophon, asthe Colo- 


phonians have affured me. Menres returning to I- 
thaca, received MELESIGENES again, whoaccom- 
panyed hima long time in his voyage, untill ac laft,put- 
ting in at Colophon, he relapfed into his old difeafe,and 
fell quite blinde; in which condition hee returned to 
Smyrna, where he applyed himfelfe to Poetry.

charge,he would eternize the fame of their City. They 
to whom he propofed this, approved ofit, promifing 


that if he would addreffe himfelf to the Senate, they 


would furtherhis Petition, MrLesicnes thuséq.

By the Gods who accompanyed him, is underftood the 
Stars, which are rapt together with the Sun, by the motion of the Primum Mobile, from Eaftto Welt. Or elfe by thofe Gods are 
meant the Signes of the Zodiack, and by the twelfth ( upon which Pupiter and the Gods returned ) Macrobins undert 
dayes but hours, the Sun then again appearing in our Orizon; and that by 7upiter here is meant the Sua, appears by that paffase of 
Plato in his Phedrus , Fupiter, fayes he, that great Commander, driving bis winged Charict, Survayes the Univerfe, and provides for 
all things, the Militia of Gods and Demons following him in twelve Squadrons or divifions, Bsa, the Earth oy Vefta folely remaining inm 
thoveable in all the Family of the Gods: At this Feaft, which was onely a Sacrifice,they took Foves Image, or Apoll’s,or one rather made 
up of both, frém out of the City Heliopolis, and carryed it (with twelve more ) in proceffion about certaine places of Lybia. 
‘This Image was of Gold, with a fmoth Chin, his right hand raifed and armed with a Whip, likea Charioteer about to ftrike, witha 
Thunder-bolt and eared Corne in his left, intimating the affociated influence of Sol and fupiter. To this Image they reforted,.as to 
an Oracle, as appears by that Story of Trajan in Afacrobins: He being about. his laft Parthian Expedition, was advifed to confale 
this Oracle, but mifdoubting fome cheat or impoftore, fent aLetter fealed ( which was the nfuall manner of fuch their application, 
as advifed with thakOracle at diftance ) which being prefented, the God call’dto his Prieft for Pa per, commanding it to be fealed 
and fent-to Trajan, asit was, blank; which Being delivered, he opening it and finding no Contents, perceives he was met with. 
in his owne way, he having fent no other thena clean Sheet : whereupon difpatching another to know his facceffe in that War, and 
whether he fhould returne in fafty to Rome, the Oracle for anfwer fent him a Centurions Viney Rod,broken in two peices, the mean- 


ing of which appeared not till Trajans relicks were tranf ported to Rome, it being then obvious to all, chat the fragments predi@ed his 
diffolution, and the Vineit felfe the time of it, Viz. Autumne.

It was to be pure ever and unmixt, without bruing or fophiftication, when therefore we read, as we do after of 
any mixture tn thefe Libations, we are co underftand it of fuch Wines only as were dxpamu, rich and racy,and as they came from the 
Grape. (s) Whereas all other Provinces of Greece, both in their private Kitchins and publick Feaftings, alwayes ufed to roaft 
their meat rraCéacrs, Upon Spits with three Broches onely, the e£olians uled mymoCiaats, one with five, which fome alledge as an 
argument to make Homer that Countrey-man, of which fee more in his Life.
